“| have advised the CSUC Board of Trustees and 
Chancellor Dumke that by June 30, 1978 | will leave the 
presidency cf CSUS,” began President James Bond ina 
written statement released just prior to a Thursday mor- 
ning administrative staff meeting 

Bond continued, “It is with understandable regret that! 
choose to leave the university at this time. Yet i have con- 
cluded that because the university has arrived at this point 
in its history, there can be no better time for me to accept 
other opportunities for leadership and professional 
development’ 

According to Bond, he has assigned Executive Vice 
President W. Lloyd Johns the responsibility for the inter 
nal governance of CSUS. Bond added that he will devote 
his remaining tenure at CSUS to work on the campus’ ex- 
ternal! relations 

Johns, who was brought to CSUS last July by Dumke 
after the chancellor's special commission criticized 
Bond's administration and his vagueness in expressing 
goals and objectives, has been working ciosely with the 
faculty and administrative staff since his arrival. During 


In the relatively short period he has been at CSUS Lloyd 
Johns has proven he can meet challenges too overwhelm- 
ing for others. Now he faces his biggest challenge of all: 
assuming the presidency 

On his first day in a new position, which gives him all 
the responsibilities but not the title of president, Johns

The decision by the ASI Board of 


Justice on the legality of awarding the 
concessions contract is being 
contested Michael J Menz, 


representing Sigma Alpha Epsilon, 
took the case to the Board of Justice 
of Appeals Monday 

Menz first brought the case to the 
BOJ in October. He argued that Willie 


Pelote, general counsel to the ASI 
president, and ASI Senator Joe 
Debbs had no right to cast votes on 


the Executive Committee decause 
they were not confirmed as special 
assistants by the Senate Menz also 
maintained the Senate, by not follow- 
ing the procedures set forth in the 
ASCSUS Constitution and Statutes 
awarded the concession contract to 
Kappa Alpha Psi fraternity unlawfully 
The BOJ ruled unanimously in 
favor of the Senate in November 
Upon hearing the decision, Menz in- 
dicated he would bring the issue 
before the BOJA 
Menz contested the court's 
decision on three points First, he said 
Joe Debbs and Willie Pelote were not 
agents as the court had previously 
ruled Menz maintained they were not

He 
then submitted several possible 
locations from which the West Bridge 
site was selected. 

The new area is convenient 
because it is near the Library, Univer- 
sity Union and the Engineering 
building.

filing a suit, against CSUS, in court, 
over the dorm meal - contract dispute 
The hope is to “overload the Board of 
Control" and force some action out of 
it, stated Rick Pattison. Pattison 
brought the origina! suit over three 
months ago. 





The letter tells the Board of Con- 
trol the contract agreed to provide 19 
meals per week but provided only 10 
The suit asks for $520 80, the price for 
meals not given. According to the 
dorm administration, each coupon is 
worth 60 cents (coupons are used 


instead of cash). The difference 
between the number of coupons ac- 
tually received and the number ac- 
tually issued, times 60, gives the 
amount of the suit, $520.80 

Pattison said everything possible 
has been tried. Now the mass suit may 
cause some state action 

For only a dime, the cost of 
materials printed by Pattison forces, a 
dorm resident may have filed suit. If 
Pattison wins his suit, all persons who 
filed would win. Pattison said he was 
“damned impressed” by the large tur- 
nout of signers 

When asked what he would do with 
the money should Pattison win, dorm 
dweller Nelson Cheng said he'd use it 
“to buy some beer.” Resident Joe Am- 
mirati stated that he could “use it up at 
Reno.” John Schiribner said that this 
action may finally provide some “jus- 
tice for the masses.” 

Almost half the dorm residents 
signed up and took action Tuesday 
night. This action is the most recent in 
the controversy that started back in 
mid - September when the ad- 
ministration was notifiud of the error 
in the contract. In late - September,

The ASI Senate acted illegally by 
cancelling the special elections, the 
AS! Board of Justice has announced 

In awrit issued Feb 15, Chief Jus 
tice Clayton Capers stated th 
court can find no constitutiona 
authority or basis under whict 
AS! Senate may, acting alone. amend 
or circumvent the ASCSUS 
Constitution. Therefore, the action of 
the ASI Senate, cancelling the special! 
election, is without merit and 
constitutes illegal action 

The question of the legality of 
cancelling the election was brought 
to the BOJ by Thomas Lineer on Feb 
9 ASI Election Coordinator Robert 
Moore, the only respondent, did not 
offer any opposition to Lineers 
claims 

Lineer argued that, as astudent, he 
was denied his right to vote and 
representation in the senate He 
sought three remedies which the

“1. The ASI Senate is instructed to 
refrain from its unconsitutional and 
illegal interference with the election 
process. : 

2. ASCSUS President is instructed 
to hold a special election at the 
earliest possible date. This election is 
to be held before, and separate from 
the generai election.” 

The filing period for the election 
will be within 10 days after the is- 
suance of the writ. Inciuaed on the 
ballot will be the seats for Education, 
Business Administration, Arts and 
Sciences and the proposed AS! 
Constitutional Amendment, 
Resolution 1. Resolution 1 deals with 
staggered terms for AS! senators 

The last point the writ stated was 
"3. ASCSUS President is instructed to 
hoid the General Election after the 
special election has been eld in ac- 
cordance with the ASCSUS 
Constitution, Statutes, and Election 

The Arts & Sciences seat became 
vacant in September; the Education 
seat has been empty since October: 
and the last seat in Business has been 
vacant since , 

According to Lineer, this 
constitutes one out of five seats in the 
senate vacant, 20 per cent of the 
senate stands vacant and a quarter of

“Why did he resign? When did he resign? Where did you get that news? 
These were the questions asked Wednesday and Thursday 

The first mention of his resignation came Wednesday on KCRA - TV news 
The station reported that “Bond has been asked to resign by the chancellors of- 
fice.” The originator of this particular piece of news was a “highly reputable 
source,” newspaper talk for a person who doesn't want to be identified for fear 
of the repercussions. Later that evening, after the Ali - Spinks fight, KXTV 
Channel 10 reported the same item in nearly the very same words 

Thrusday morning, the Sacramento Union ran a front page story which 
reported that Bond “wiil announce his resignation Friday.” According to the 


papers informed sources, 
resignation.” 


“no pressure was placed on Bond to force his 
That same morning, the Sacramento Bee ran nearly the identical 


story. Once again, the story was attributed to an informed source 
While all of this media play was going on, the President. the chancellor's of- 
fice, and university spokesmen were denying the allegation that Bond had 


been asked to resign 
deny that he might resign 


At the same time, nothing was said either to affirm or 


We at the Hornet attempted to track down the “informed sources” who 
originally broke the story about Bond's resignation. We were met with a wall of 


silence 


We talked to people who were sure that Bond had been asked to resign. It 
proved to be mere speculation on their part. We talked to people who were sure 
that he had not been asked to resign. Again only speculation We talked to 


others who felt that Bond had tired of the constant disse 


~7 here, and who 


thought he possibly would resign. Again, no one had any hard facts 
Yesterday afternoon, we were informed by the University Public Relations 
Office that “Yes, Bond will submit his resignation tomorrow.” The 


speculation was over, Bond had quit 


At this point we could discuss why he really resigned Was he forced to 
resign by the chancellors office? Did he resign for his own reasons? Did he 
resign because he was pushed to the end of his endurance by the faculty or 


local press? We may never know

This is to clarify the article “Child 
Care Cooperative” in the Feb. 14 is- 
sue of the State Hornet. 

The ASCSUS Children’s Center is 


a preschool program, staffed by 
credentialed teachers and CSUS 
students. It is not a parent 


cooperative, although parents may 
become as involved in the program as 
they wish. Fees are on a sliding scale, 
from no fee to $1.28 per hour 

The Sacramento Child Care 
Cooperative was started by families 
whose children attended the campus 
Children's Center at one time, as an 
attempt to meet additional child care 
needs. The co-op functions 
separately fram the Children’s Center 
and is a parent exchange ot child care 
services. The article suggests that the 
child care co-operative is an “inex- 
pensive” student service; actually it is 
a nonexpense co operative of 
students exchanging their own ser- 
vices as a supplement to the child 
care services provided by the campus 
Children’s Center 

We wish to make it clear that the 
two child care programs — the 
ASCSUS Children's Center and the 
Sacramento Child Care Co-op — are 
different and separate

much, the senate could appoint some 
of its present members to represent 
the areas without senators.” 

The elections were cancelled by a 
4-2-2 votes, with Keviri Stevens and 
Richard Dobson voting against 
cancelling the elections. Pat Younger 
and Robin Blair abstained from 
voting 

The senate voied again Feb. 2 to 
‘ cancei the elections. Robin Blair 
pointed out the Senate would be ac- 
ting tllegally if the elections were 
cancetled and advised holding them 
Blair's decision was overturned by a 
7-1-1 vote 

During the BOJ hearing Feb. 15

seven years to hold the CSUS presidency 

in recent years Bond has been in constant conflict with 
the Faculty Senat> and involved in aseries of campus con- 
troversies — selection of department heads, the dismissal 
of Hornet Foundation Director Eugene Morris in 1976, 
lack of consuitation in the appointment of administrators, 
hiring Gregory Thatch, a UC Davis law student, as his 
administrative aide, and bestowal of an outstanding - 
senior award on a student linked with grade forgery 

More recently, the Bond administration has been in- 
volved w.th a court suit brought against CSUS by Resident 
Hall students who are challenging the terms of their food 
contract Bonu’s firing of grid coach Glenn Brady also 
stirred up new friction between him and the Faculty 
Senate. And just last week, CSUS Affirmative Action Of- 
ficer Marion Boenheim accused the administration of 
deviating from norma affirmative action procedure in tis 
hiring of present football coach Bob Mattos 

Bond's announcement brought mixed reactions at 
CSUS and throughout the state system. “I think it (the 
resignation) will enable the entire CSUs community to 
begin working seriously towards improving ‘the 
educational process at this institution,” said Faculty 
Senate Chair Alan Wade. What! wantto know now,” con- 
tinued Wade, “is what will be the precise nature of Dr 
Johns’ responsibilities. ls he going to run the campus or 
will the president continue to dabble around,” questioned 
Wade 

“The handwriting was on the wall,” said Hal Rubin, 
journalism professor. “Once Johns came in it was 
inevitable that Bond would leave,” added Rubin 

“It is always disturbing when the president of the 
university feels compelled to resign.” said Robert 
Donaldson, history professor. “If Bond had adopted his 
current policies during the onset of his amdinistration, he 
wouldn't have needed to resign,” added Donaldson. “The 
accumulation of problems damaged his credibility as 
leader of the university.”

It is necessary for the club to know 
every aspect of the country and 
represent it well 

Walker would like to give students 
credit for being involved in the club 
because it can benefit people ma- 
joring in international affairs, 
government, and journalism “The 
club puts you in a situation where 
political involvement is representing 
a country.” said Waiker 

Walker said, “! have received 
positive feedback from the faculty 
They have given me ideas on how to 
get students interested in the club, 
and recommendations of where to go 
for indepth study research and fun- 
ding.” Walker noted that the club 
needs a faculty advisor and he hopes 
to get permission for the advisor to 
receive credit also. “Being an advisor 

f this club will take a lot of time,” said 
Walker 

“Finances are smail right now,” 
said Walker. “Right now we're plan- 
ning to attend our conference at Seat- 
tle University on Feb. 23, and that will 
only cost $65 per person.” If the 
Model UN club succeeds, Walker will 
ask for funding from ASI, The United 
Nation Association of Sacramento, 
ane 'RA.

She was relieved only 
when he abandoned them

'iniversity Union 
For many CSUS students black 
month is simply 
another one of those cultural events” 
designed to entertain them, while 
others feel it is just an observance of 
famous black heroes and heroines 
freedom fighters, by honoring their 
many contributions and = ac- 
complishments. including those of 
great Diack thinkers and scholars To 
these students the only relevant part 
of black history is a list of “great 
Negroes who have received white 
creditibility or recognition in the his- 
tory books 


nistory week or 


Still others view black history as a 
reminder of daily struggles, goals and 
ideals yet to be realized for we are stil! 
a long way from true equality. To 
these students, the reali importance 
lies with the collective group of 
literally thousands of black people 
who also contributed much to build- 
ing the movement to overcome op- 
pression and those living who carry 
the struggle 

And in the wake of the pending 
Bakke case in the United States 
Supreme Court it would be a horren- 
dous injustice, not to mention super- 
ficial, to report only from a feature 
angle of “The Struggle Continued” 
program 

Therefore. it isimperative that! put 
Black History Week in the proper 
perspective First, students must 
know the background and reason for 
Biack History week or month. Secon- 
dly, students must examine political 
strategies necessary to fight what 
Professor Scott cal!s “new forms of 
old oppression.” Finally, a reflection 
of Black History Week — “The

the annual nationa! observance of 
Black History Month 

Black History Month came from 
dedicated black scholars and 
treedom fighters who sought to affirm 


the contradiction of being black in 


America, according to Ralph L 
Crowder in ‘The Black Collegian” 
(Jan/Feb. issue, 1978) Crowder 


stated black people were constantly 
dehumanized, relegated to positions 
of non - citizens and unwanted aliens 
From 1890 through 1925 a black 
American was lynched every two and 
one half days 

Negro History Week started on a 
serious platform through Or Carter 
Goodwin Woodson's direction and 
contributions including those of 
many black scholars, thinkers and 
freedom fighters. Meetings, ex- 
hibitions, and lectures were geared 
toward analyzing and exposing con- 
tradictions confronting the black 
community. The intention of Black 
History Week was not just one week's 
study of black history but a climax of 
scientific study of black people 
throughout the year, stated Crowder 
in ‘The Black Collegian.” 

Since 1926 Black History Week has 
undergone changes in definitions 
and eapanded to include the entire 
month of February 

CSUS Black History Week — The 
Struggle Continued’ emphasized 
many facets of black experience 
through allegories, dance _ inter- 
pretations, art exhibits, poetry from 
prominent playwrights and writers, 
gospels, films and political speakers 
who commemorated the occasion. It 
is important to note many came from 
the community to join the collective 
efforts of Marvi Thomas, Audrey 
Cooper, Kim Clark and Gary Turner 
all CSUS students, in organizing 
Black History Week — “The Struggle 
Continued.” 

An invocation from Pastor King 
opened the program, followed by the 
Black National Anthem, “Lift Every 
Voice and Sing,” led by Doretha 
Stewart. The lyrics were interpreted 
in asort of ‘freedom’ dance by Lynnis 
Woods. She became absorbed into 
the words and soared like a bird that 
had just been released from its cage 
glad to be set free 

AS! President Heyman Matlock 
criticized white historians for “what 
they see fit to write and only what 
benefits them.” Matlock said it was 
ironic to have one week to recognize 
the accomplishments of blacks

newspapers and about token black 
politicians. Matiock stressed 
desire and need torespect elders who 
have struggled before and to become 
a part of the struggle. at thesametime 
being analytical of racism “Racism 
isn't born into anybody, itis taugntt 
each and everybody continued 
Matlock. “The struggle continues in 
each and every sou! — it has to con- 
tinue. We don't have it made until the 
last person on the totem pole has it 
made.” He urged students to par- 
ticipate in Black History Week 

Otis Scott, professor and director 
of Pan African Studies reflected on 
the real significance behind Black

merely sang praises to the glory of 
black history by dusting off Frederick 
Douglass, Mary Mcleod Bethune 
Malcom X and trotting their ghosts 
Out on stage for a yearly inspection,” 
asserted Scott 

He emphasized an. understan- 
ding of history and a proper analyzed 
present to maximize black people's 
achievements ‘Black history is a tool 
to be used in instructing us to the 
record of our own past, the dynamics 
of our present and what ts demanded 
from usin order to assure our future.” 

Scott defined struggle as being the 
embodiment of black hopes, frus- 
trations and heartaches. “Struggle,” 





programs designed to liberate black 
people from the ravages of slavery 
disease, and ignorance 

Addressing the manifestations of 
the Bakke decision were the Sons and 
Ancestors black theater company 
CSUS. It is the only black company 
this side of the Mississipp!, according 
to Tom Ellis, president of Sons and 
Ancestors. In a skit on the Bakke 
decision, the actors satirized the jury 
system by portraying the ULC 
regents lawyers and Supreme Court 
justices as caricatures who bungle 
the case in favor of Allan Bakke 
Futuristic scenes of Dr Allan Bakke 
depicted him in an office setting ex- 
amining his patients 

This scene illustrated the bestial 
way he treats his patients almost 
reminiscent of the way overseers 
used to treat slaves The skit ended 
with a scene of the actors revoitina 
against the inhumane treatment 

Ellis said it was ironic that Third 
World people have to look for civil 
rights in the courts since the Bakke 
case is awaiting aruling fromtheU S 
Supreme Court when they suffered 
past injustices in the legal system “It's 
interesting that the most liberal state 
(California) voted in favor of Allan 
Bakke, commented Ellis 

Another illustration of “The 
Struggle Continued” theme appeared 
in the form of allegories performed by 
the New African People’s Progressive 
of the Institute of Education (NAP- 
PIE) 

In one tale, “Black Ange! Swans, 
little black swans flounced in patterns 
around the main swan as the narrator 
recited. “Dancing so lightly in poly- 
rhythmic flare — black angel swan so 
swift and fair — memories flash his- 
tories, Nappie Afro - madness, Anger 
flows — Anger flows — Anger flows 


NAPPIE strives to educate black 
children to a sense of pride, 
awareness, self - confidence, morais 
and values as well as a background in 
theater arts, according to Cloteal 
Isaac, assistant theater arts instruc- 
tor, and office manager in the 
Educational Opportunity Program 
(EOP). Ramona Owens is the theater 
arts instructor for the group. 

The art exhibit included paintings, 
stone and ceramic masks and 
collages from Family Affair, a multi - 
cultural center in Oak Park. The 
center has art exhibits, dance troups 
and poetry readings.
